1 . The information disclosure statement filed 6/22/2006 is acknowledged by the examiner.

2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 



6,427,971 (Kawabe et al.) discloses an electromagnetically driven valve comprising a drive valve 
(200), a valve stem (57a), a first oscillating member (57), a second oscillating member (55), an 
electromagnet (11, 12), a coil (11, 12), the electromagnetic force is applied to the first oscillating 
member (57) and the second oscillating member (55) when an electric current pass through the 
coil (11, 12), and an amount of electric current that passes through the coil (11, 12) is determined 
based on the position detected by the detection portion (col. 7, lines 50-64) but lacks a base 
member having a supporting point for the oscillating members.
